The Council have since then invested £500 (including a bequest 
by Genera: Stanhope of £100), in Three Per Cent. Consols. 
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LECTURES AND JOURNAL. 


5. Twenty-seven papers, followed by discussions, were read in 
the Theatre of the Institution during the past year. For list of 
subjects, see Appendix B, page ix. 

The Institution is greatly indebted to the authors of these papers 
for the valuable professional information they afforded. 

The Council continue to receive assurances of the universal 
esteem in which the Journal is held. 

In order to form an idea of the circulation of the Journal, it may 
pe stated that about 18,400 copies of the Numbers of the Journal 


were issued during the past year. 


LIBRARY. 


6. The Library now contains 19,565 volumes, of which three 
bundred and ninety-five have been added since the last Report, two 
hundred and twenty-five having been purchased and the remainder 
presented. 

Donations of books and maps have been received from the Govern- 
ments of Austria, Denmark, France, Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, 
Russia, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, and the United States. 

The thanks of the Council have been conveyed to the several 
Governments for these donations, 

The Institution is indebted to the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, and to the Secretaries of State for War and India, for 
copies of various works issued by their departments. 

The exchange of Journals with Foreign Governments, and with 
several Scientific Societies in this and other countries, has been con- 
tinued. 

The Council record with pleasure a donation of £12 from General 
Charles Stuart for investment in books for the Library.

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The CHAIRMAN :— 


Gentlemen,— Before calling upon Sir Garnet Wolseley to move the first Resolu- 
tion, perhaps you will permit me to say that I very much regret it is not in my 
power to continue in the Chair, as I am anxious to say farewell to Sir Frederick 
Roberts, who leaves Paddington in the course of three quarters of an hour, and 
that Lord Morley has kindly consented to take the Chair, at the request of the 
Council, in my place. May I only be allowed then to say that I always have taken, 
and, I always hope to take, the greatest interest in the welfare of this Institution, 
and that the Members may rely upon every aid in my power being given to promote 
its interests? I thank you very much for allowing me to take the Chair to begin 
with, and now to vacate it. 


Mr. Childers then vacated the Chair, which was taken by the Earl 
of Morley, Under Secretary of State for War. 


IV. Lieut.-General Sir Garnet J. Worse.ry, G.C.B., G.C.M.G. :-— 


My Lord and Gentlemen,—I think it must be a subject for general congratula- 
tion to all who, like myself, take a great interest in the welfare of this Institution, 
to learn from the Annual Report which we have just heard read that our financial 
state, if not in a very flourishing condition, at least continues to prosper. The interest 
taken in this Institution by Oilicers of the Army, the Navy, and the Reserve Forces, 
for whose benefit and use it exists, is evinced by the stealy annual increase of the 
Members who join us. This of itself skows the great value and importance that 
they attach to the Institution, and how much they appreciate the advantages it 
offers to them. Since our last Annual Meeting in this Theatre, we have lost several 
very able Members, to some of whom reference has been made in the Report we 
have just heard. I think I shall be pardoned if, especially at this moment, I refer 
to the name of one who, I am sure, was respected and loved by all who knew 
him—one who was an intimate and personal friend and comrade of my own; I feel 
convinced, therefore, that you will pardon me if I specially refer to him. My Lord, 
Sir George Pomeroy Colley was an Officer whom I knew well, and to whom I 
myself have been personally deeply indebted. He was one known to the Army 
generally as a man deeply read in the science of his profession, and I think I am 
not exaggerating when I say, that a large section of the young Officers of the Army, 
who are now rising and coming prominently before the public, owe a deep debt of 
gratitude to him, for the valuable instruction they received under his fostering care 
whilst in the Staff College. This Institution is also greatly indebted to him; and 
I cannot help feeling that in his decease the country has sustained a very serious 
loss. That he was gallant, the mode of his death is an ample witness ; and I think 
I may say I express the feelings of all who heard of him, when I say that Her 
Majesty in losing him has lost one of her most brilliant and one of her most gallant 
soldiers. I think I am justified in saying that I have either read or‘heard delivered 
every lecture on a military subject that has been given in this Theatre, and I am 
sure I am expressing the feelings of my comrades generally throughout the Army, 
in publicly acknowledsing, on my own part and theirs, how much we owe to 
those valuable lectures which from time to time are given here, and for the 
extremely valuable information contained in the Journals which are annually 
distributed throughout the Army. I am glad to say that, in the discussions which 
take place here frequently after the lectures, the very valuable and proper rule 
which is laid down in Her Majesty’s Regulations, forbidding discussions on subjects 
connected with discipline or bearing in any way on the discipline of the Army, is 
strictly adhered to. But I think it is very desirable that all Members who from 
time to time take part in our discussions, and especially those who have the 
privilege of presiding at our meetings, should remember that there is the strongest 
possible line of demarcation existing between topics that bear directly on the 
discipline of the Army, and those that have reference only to its organization and 
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to our system of administration. I cannot help feeling that the more freely and 
the more frequently subjects connected with our organization are discussed in 
public, the better it will be for the Army itself, and the better will the public 
outside be enabled to appreciate the weak points in our armour, and what is good 
and what is bad in our military system. 1 hope, my Lord. that the time is far 
distant indeed when any attempt whatever will be made officially to restrain or 
restrict in any way whatever those discussions to which, I am sure, a large 
number of the Army attach very much importance, believing them to be equally 
serviceable, and equally essential to the good of the Service and tothe welfare of the 
State. I have great pleasure i: moving ‘ That the Report now read, be adopted 
and printed for circulation amongst the Members.” 


Mr. E. R. Rairr:— 


I have great pleasure in seconding the Resolution, and, while recognising the. 
extreme value of this Institution, I may perhaps suggest that some pains should be 
taken as soon as possible to extend the accommodation afforded here, in order to 
induce young Officers of the Services to join the Institution for the purpose of study. 
I believe it is universally admitted that, in consequence of the extreme reading 
necessary, if I may use the word “cramming,” for young Officers to pass the Com- 
petitive Examinations, the immediate result is that they throw aside all books as 
soon as they are successful, and hate the sight of anything of an instructive character. 
I think if a Reading and Conversation Room were provided in this Institution, that 
many of these Officers would come in as a matter of convenience to themselves, in the 
first instance, and ultimately by being brought in contact with the master minds of 
the two Services, be induced to take an interest in those subjects which are of such 
great importance to the Services.

T am sure, my Lord, after hearing the very satisfactory Report to which we have 
listened as to the state of the Institution, and the remarks which fell from Sir 
Garnet Wolseley as to the vaiue of the lectures and discussions that have taken 
place here, it is unnecessary for me to point out to the Meeting that our thanks 
are due to all the Members of the Council, under whose able management these 
results have been attained. 

On the present occasion I have to call upon you to express your thanks more 
esnecially to those who are about to retire from the share they have taken in its 
deliberations. 

In proposing to you the names which I have just read, either for immediate 
élection or to fill up future vacancies, it is a great satisfaction to find thot, though 
we lose annually so many valuable Members of Council, we have no difficulty in 
replacing them. We have always an ample supply of able and distinguished Officers 
of both Services ready to fill their places. And the more Officers who can pass 
through the Council of this Institution, the better, I think, will it be for the Service. 
No one, I am sure, whatever may have been his length of service or previous expe- 
rience, can sit for some vears at the Council Board without learning a great deal 
himself, and without feeling a warmer and more intelligent interest in all that 
concerns the welfare and efliciency of the Army and Navy. 


Captain Cyprian Briper, R.N.:— 


I have great pleasure in seconding the motion which has been proposed by 
General Wilbraham. The pleasure would have been greater if it were not for the 
conviction, (which it is impossible to shake off), that the duty might have been 
entrusted to abler and more experienced hands. In any case, it is agreeable to 
be able to take advantage of the first opportunity that has occurred, to publicly 
thank those gentlemen who fave given up so much of their time in order to place at 
the disposal of Officers of both Services, the ample means for making themselves 
acquainted with the many important branches of their professions which exist within 
the walls of this Institut on. It has been said, and it is to be feared with truth, 
that we Naval Officers especially do not avail ourselves to the extent that we might 
of the advantages that this Institution holds out to those who desire to study many 
most important branches of their duty. It certainly is the case in our own Service, 
that we have very few oppertunities of doing so. We have nothing answering to 
the Royal Artillery Institution, or the Royal Engineer Institution, which the 
Gfficers of those two gallant and distinguished branches of the Service have with so 
much self-sacrifice and zeal established for themselves. The Royal United Service 
Institution is the only establishment of the kind at the disposal of Naval Officers, 
and it is the only place where such Officers are enabled to acquaint themseives with 
the improvements being made, and all that is going on in connection with their pro- 
fession In support of that 1 may mention a cireumstance that occurred yesterday. 
On coming down to this Institution I had the pleasure of accompanying a Naval 
Officer of well-known name and high repute, who has commanded several ships, and 
he told me he was coming down here to hear a lecture delivered by a very distin- 
guished man of science, Sir Wm. Thomson, on a subject of immense importance to 
the sea-faring profession, because, as he said, he had absolutely no other means at 
his disposal, as a Naval Officer not actually employed, of finding out or learning any- 
thing about it. I may be allowed to say this :—If Naval Officers are afraid that they 
will not be met here with all courtesy and kindness, I can give them my personal 
assurance, so far as that is of any value (and I am sure I am one who has taxed to 
the utmost the kindness and consideration of the Officers of this Institution), that if 
they come here they will meet with unfailing courtesy, and with an unvarying, even 
a persistent desire on the part of both the Secretary and the Librarian to do their 
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utmost to afford them every facility in their power for making researches here. We 
owe our thanks both to the Members of the Council who have devoted so much of 
their time to these matters, and also to the Officers of the Institution, for the assist- 
ance they have rendered us. I can say thison my own part, as I come here very 
often, and I know they will afford the same assistance to my brother Officers who 
may come here to avail themselves of the privileges of this Institution. I therefore 
feel great pleasure in seconding the Resolution which has been placed in my hands. 


The Resolution was then put from the Chair, and was carried 
unanimously.

Colonel Keatinae, U.€., C.B. :-— 


My Lord and Gentlemen,—We all know that the most useful services are often 
those that are the least showy ; and we must all acknowledge the great necessity 
there is for keeping the finances of an Institution like this, in good order. It is 
therefore with the greidtest pleasure that I propose the following Resolution :— 
“That the thanks of this Meeting be given to the Auditors for their valuable ser- 
viees; and that the following Gentlemen be elected for the ensuing year, namely : 
E. T. Draper, Esq., for re-election; E. R. Ratt. Esa.; Captain J. E. A. Dorsy 
(who, I may remark, has already served as an Auditor for twenty-four years) ; and 
T. G@. Rripaway, Esq.” It is quite unnecessary for me to add anything further in 
recommending these names. 


The Resolution having been seconded by Lord Extcuo, was put from 
the Chair, and was carried unanimously. 


VII. The Secretary read the Report of the Referees on the Military 
Prize Essay, and, in accordance with that Report, the Gold Medal was 
presented by the Chairman to Captain J. K. Trotter, R.A., a student at 
the Staff College. 

The Essay written by Captain F. F. Cutler, of the Dorset Militia, was 
recommended to be printed; and that by Captain J. D. Legard, R.A., 
(also a student at the Staff College), received Honourable Mention. 


Admiral the Right Hon. Sir Jous Hay, Bart., C.B., M.P. :— 


My Lord and Gentlemen,—The Resolution which has been entrusted to me has 
reference, of course, t» the most agreeable sight we have just witnessed, of distin- 
guished Offivers competing and obtaining the rewards which are much valued by 
the public and also by the Services. We must never forget, however, that we are 
indebted to the Referees, Sir Frederick Hamilton, Sir Lumley Graham, and 
Colonel Hale, for the great pains and trouble they have taken in investigating the 
merits of the Essays which have been submitted to them. It is always an invidious 
task to have to make decisions of this character, more esp°cially when there are 
three Essays, as it seems from their Report, of conspicuous merit. It is fortunate, 
however, that we have Officers in both Services, and especially so on the present 
occasion, to whom we can look witha certainty, not only as to their impartiality, 
but also to their skill and talent in deciding correct'y questions of this character. 
It must be satisfactory, not only to Captain Trotter, but also to this Institution, 
and to the Services of which he is now a distinguished member, to know that such 
Officers as General Hamilton, Colonel Graham, and Lieutenant-Colonel Hale have 
borne testimony to his talents, and that the Service generally can rely upon the 
justice of their decision. I am quite sure when Officers of this character devote 
their time to consideration of such a subject, and have come doubt'ess to so satis- 
factory conclusion, it is our duty to thank them most heartily for the trouble and 
pains they have taken. I therefore propose, “ That the thanks of this Mecting be 
given to the Referees for their valuable services in adjudicating on the Military 


Prize Essay.” 
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General Sir Jonn Apye, K.C.B., R.A. :— 


My Lord and Gentlemen,—I have much pleasure in seconding this Resolution, 
and cordially agree with the gallant Admiral in the remarks he has made on the 
subject. e all know that these Essays require careful consideration and the 
expenditure of much time on the part of the distinguished Officers who have been 
good enough to give us their assistance. I therefore beg heartily to second the 
Resolution. I hope I may be allowed to express the pleasure I feel, that an Officer 
of the branch of the Service to which I have the honour to belong, has again carried 
off the Gold Medal of this Institution. 


The Resolution was then put from the Chair, and was carried 
unanimously. 


VIII. Admiral Sir Freperick Nicorsoy, Bart., C.B.:— 


The resolution I have to move is rather a matter of form than anything else. 
The Council are naturally desirous of opening the door as wide as they can to the 
admission of new Members, and they therefore propose some alterations in that 
Section of the bye-laws which relates to the composition of the Institution. I think 
T shall best explain it by reading the first paragraph of that section which will 
explain what the alteration is: Those who may “ become Members without ballot” 
are “ Princes of the Blood Royal, Lord Lieutenants of Counties, Governors of Colonies 
and Dependencies, Officers of the Army, Navy, Marines, Her Majesty’s East 
Indian,” and now come the words we propose to add, “and Colonial Military and 
Naval Forces.” Our object is to induce members of the Colonial Forces to join 
the Institution. Then after the words “ Volunteer Corps,” we propose to add “ as 
published in the official Army and Navy Lists,” the object being, to specify that the 
Officers of Volunteer Corps the names of which are in the Army and Navy Lists, shall 
be entitled to become Members like any other Officers of the Army and Navy. The 
only other alteration is rendered necessary by the change in the mode of Officers 
entering the Army. I will read the paragraph as it will now stand: ‘“ Naval and 
Military Cadets above the age of 15 shall be admissible by ballot to become provi- 
sional Members year by year, on payment of an annual subscription, and after they 
obtain their appointments, they may become ordinary Members on payment of the 
entrance fee.”’ I think those two alterations will commend themselves to the Meeting, 
and may be accepted without any further explanation. 


General Beavcname WatkER, C.B. :-— 
I have great pleasure in seconding the Resolution. 


The Resolution was then put from the Chair, and was carried 
unanimously. 


The Chairman having announced that the business of the day was 
concluded, vacated the Chair, which was taken by Sir Frederick 
Nicolson, Chairman of the Council. 


Admiral Sir Cooper Key, K.C.B. :— 


I rise to propose a vote of thanks to our Chairman of to-day. When gentlemen 
holding the high position of Secretary of State for War, like Mr. Childers, or 
Under-Secretary, like Lord Morley, give up their time and come here to show their 
appreciation of the work of this Institution, we cannot help feeling that it must be 
a very great spur to the work of the Council, and also a great encouragement to 
young Officers and others, to come forward and take their part either in reading 
papers or in the discussions which are held here. I wish most distinctly to confirm 
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what fell from my friend Sir Garnet Wolseley, as to the great advantages derived 
by the two Services from the discussions in this Institution, and from the papers 
that are here read. I perhaps would not go quite so far as Sir Garnet. in 
encouraging disc.issions with reference to the administration of the two Services, 
but I do say that any discussions on organization and upon inventions, and other 
matters connected with the benefit of the Services, must be of great use to us all. I 
have attended various meetings here for many years, and I have never heard a word 
uttered in this Theatre that has been intended to weaken the discipline of either 
Service, and [ have heard much that has been in a greater or less degree for the 
benefit of the Services. I may say a word with regard to the Essay for the next 
year, which is upon a most important subject. namely, ‘On the Best Method of 

roviding an Efficient Force of Officers and Men for the Navy, including the 
Reserves.” I wish to say to those Officers (of whom I hepe there are many present) 
who are going to compete for the Medal, that I trust they will not attempt to 
recommend any redical and great changes in the organization of our Service, but 
will deal with the subject by considering improvements on the present lines of 
organization. This, no doubt, will be of great advantage to all who have to deal 
with the administration of the Navy, and information upon which, all Officers in 
the Service, both at home and abroad, will be very glad to obtain. I have no 
doubt the subject, which is an important one, will have the effect of produzing 
some valuable Essays. I beg to propose a vote of thanks to the Chairman, who has 
been good enough vo preside to-day. 


General BeEaucuame WALKER :— 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen,—I have very little to add to what hus been so 
ably said by Sir Cooper Key; but although politics are strictly prohibited in any 
discussion that takes place in this Institution, I think 1 may be allowed to make 
the remark that there is one good derived from our Parliamentary form of Govern- 
ment, and that is, that we attract to us gentlemen and noblemen like Mr. Childers 
and Lord Morley, who otherwise would have had no very intimate connection with 
the Army or Navy, and I hope that through the relations which are estublished 
and carried out during their term of office, that acquaintance will be increased, and 
that they will be led to look with kindly feeling and with discriminating eye on all 
matters connected with the two professions. I have therefore very great pleasure in 
seconding the vote of thanks to Lord Morley for taking the Chair to-day. 


The Resolution was carried with acclamation. 


Lord Mortey :— 


I thank you extremely for the vote you have just passed to me for taking 
the Chair on this occasion. I can only say I somewhat regret that I am in this 
position to day, because you have been deprived of having Mr. Childers with you 
throughout tie whole Meeting ; but he came down here, as you saw, to show the 
great interest that he takes in this Institution. I regret his absence all the more 
because I believe that this is the 50th Anniversary of your Institution, and it 
appears to me that Mr. Childers would have been a most appropriate Chairman on 
such an occasion, as he has within a very few years held the administration of the 
two great branches of the Service ; therefore, it would have been especially appro- 
priate for him, taking the great interest which we know he does both in the Army 
and Navy, to have presided on your 50th Anniversary. I believe it is usual for the 
gentleman who holds the position I do at present, to say a few words before the 
business is concluded. I have very little to add to what has been already so ably 
said by Members of the Institution as to the great value that this Institution is to 
both branches of the Service. It is unnecessary to remind so many gentlemen of 
ability and scientific attainments how changed the circumstances and the appliances 
of war both by land and sea are at the present time ; not merely have all appliances 
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and instruments of war attained an accuracy and complexity which they had not 
hitherto reached, but all operations of war involve a scientific knowledge far beyond 
what was formerly required by Officers ; and in every respect, tierefore, I venture to 
think that such an Institution as this, cannot but be of the greatest value to all gentle- 
men who really wish to study their profession. I regret to say I have not heard any 
of the interesting lectures that have been given during the past year ; but looking 
through your Journals is quite sufficient to show how extremely important, both 
with regard to new inventions in offensive and defensive arms, and also with regard 
to important questions of military geography those lectures have been. They have 
been delivered by gentlemen who are the highest authorities on the various subjects 
on which they have lectured, and as that is so, I am very glad to find that the circu- 
lation of your Journal has been wider this year than ever before, that being in itself 
a proof that it is appreciated, and being appreciated, it must be of the greatest use. 
An expression fell from the gentleman who seconded the Resolution, rather expressing 
a fear that the cramming of young Officers prevented their pursuing their literary 
careers, after they had passed those examinations for which the cramming was neces- 
sary. I saw my gallant friend who has the management of Military Education 
(General Walker) shake his head when that observation was made. I know that my 
gallant friend is as much opposed to cramming, in the bad sense of the word, as any 
other sensible person must be; but when I see the large number of Members of 
this Institution, and when I hear valuable papers that have been written by them 
in their competitions for the Gold Medal, I cannot but think that many Officers at 
any rate pursue their literary careers far beyond the necessities of mere examinations. 
With regard to the Gold Medal, I venture to congratulate the gallant gentleman 
who has carried off the prize for an Essay on a most difficult and important subject 
in Military Organization. I see that two of the gentlemen who have been 
honourably mentioned to-day are from the Staff College, and the gentleman whose 
Essay is recommended to be printed (and I think this is worthy of notice) is in the 
Militia. It seems to me it cannot be too widely known that this Institution is open 
not only to the Regular but to the Auxiliary Forces ; and I hope they will take full 
advantage of the great opportunities it gives them of studying the scientific portions 
of their profession. Both in numbers of Members, and in a financial respect, you 
are in a more satisfactory condition than ever you were ; and in fact, from what has 
been said to day, and what is mentioned in the Annual Report, I do venture to 
congratulate you most sincerely upon your prosperous and useful condition. I 
believe it is not always a very desirable or kind thing to congratulate an Institution on 
its financial prosperity, but still that is a real test of its usefulness and popularity, 
I therefore congratulate the Institution upon the fact that its annual subscriptions and 
finances are in such a satisfactory condition. Ido not know that I have anything 
further to add, except this, that | can assure you that both Mr. Childers and myself 
take a great interest in this Institution, and I am only echoing the sentiments which 
he would have uttered if he had been here when I say, that we at the War Office 
shall be prepared to do anything that we can to advance the interests and prosperity 
of an Institution which cannot but be of the greatest value to young and old Officers 
both in the Army and Navy.” ’
